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Hints on the Cransplanting and Management of Crees. 
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{very man who purchases a tree should make it a point to have it transplanted in the very best 
‘manner. ‘The future value and even existence of the tree depends upon it. Better cast your mo- 
ney away at once than purchase trees, to be planted carelessly on an unprepared, unsuitable soil. 
} Anxious that the trees sent from this establishment should succeed well, we solicit our customers 
\\to give, in every instance, their best attention to this matter of careful transplanting. Their own 
Jinterests demand it. 


For the benefit of those uninformed on the subject, we subjoin the following brief directi@ns: 
pes if carefully followed, will, as a general thing, ensure success: 


“Ist. Before you procure your trees, prepare the ground you intend to plant, in the best style. 
if it be a border in your garden where you intend to plant the finer fruits or dwarf trees, trench it 
to the depth of two feet, turning in a liberal supply of old, decomposed manure. If it be orchard 
irees, prepare your ground by a thorough, deep plowing; if necessary, plow it twice or three 
times. It is much easier to put land in good order before trees are planted, than afterwards. But 
\where circumstances will admit of it, orchard ground should be cropped one, or even two seasons 
Joefore hand, with a view to its improvement and preparation. 


, 2d. Prepare, in one corner of your field, a good heap of compost, by mixing fresh barn-yard 
manure, with an equal quantity of leaf mould from the woods, and muck, or peat; a quantity of 
j.cached ashes, if convenient, may be added; and where the land is not naturally calcareous, a 

hall quantity of lime. This makes an excellent manure for trees. We use it extensivels y, and 
Becommend i it from experience. It is cheap too, and within the reach of every farmer. 


3d. When your ground is thus prepared, and your compost heap in readiness, you are ready for 
jplanting, which should be done as follows: Dig holes for your trees not less than three, and 
#better five, feet square, and two feet deep, throw the sub-soil aside, and fill into the bottom of the 
fiole, sufficient fine, friable surface mould, mixed with a couple of shovels full of the compost, to 
fring it to a proper depth to receive the tree. 


Ath. Prune off, carefully, all the bruised or broken portions of roots, and place the tree in the 
Wispot prepared for it, in a perfectly upright position, spread out the roots carefully, in their natural 
wpzder, and after having mixed two or three shovels full of the compost with the earth, which 
should all be finely broken, fillitin. ‘This must be done in such a way that every cavity will be 
filled up; when the roots are covered, a pail of water thrown in, serves to wash the earth in 
umong the roots; after the water has settled, fill in the remainder of the earth, and press it down 
Hzently with the foot; and thus the planting is completed. 


| 5th. ‘Trees should never be planted so deep but that when the earth settles, they will stand 
Hust as they did in the nursery. Deep planting is much practised, and is fatal to the health and 
vigorous growth of trees. ‘The upper roots should be two to three inches below the surface— 
aot more 1n any case. 


| 1} 6th. In all cases where it may be apprehended that the winds will blow the tree about, so as 
#@ make an opening around the bottom, (as is the case generally with trees of even moderate 
a ) care should be taken to prevent it by tying the trees firmly to a stake, in such a manner as 
tot to injure the bark. Some matting, or old cloth, may be put around the tree or between the 
ree and the stake, to prevent collision. 
| 7th. WATERING is sometimes deemed necessary after spring planting, when a drought pre- 
yails ; and, under such circumstances, if properly performed, may be very advantageous. But 
jhe common method of throwing it on the surface, 1s labor lost and worse. Instead of penetra- 
ing the earth and affording nourishment to the thirsty roots, it quickly evaporates, and leaves the 
ree in amore likely state of perishing than it was before. The earth becomes baked and com- 
pletely impenetrable to atmospheric influence, so essential to vegetable growth. ‘To give water 
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properly and effectually, the surface should be removed to the depth of two or three inches, and 
the water then poured in, and the surface-soil, finely pulverized, re-placed. It will be readily 
perceived that humidity will thus be preserved around the roots, and the evils above mention 
wholly avoided. Persons who care much for the success of their trees, will not grudge the lit 
extra trouble. It 1s very seldom, however, that recourse need be had to watering, if plant 

is properly performed in the first place, as we have described. ‘ 


8th. Muncuine or covering the earth around the trees, as far as the roots extend, with litter ¢ 
rough manure, to the depth of three or four inches, is one of the best methods of saving lat 
spring-planted trees. If trees are properly planted in the way we have directed, and this mulch+ 
ing 1s immediately performed, there is little danger of the tree, even if dry w eaithien should ensue. 

It is much preferable to watering, but both are unnecessary except in cases of late planting, 
followed by dry, hot weather. 


9th. Arrer-CuLtuRE.—Yor several years after young trees are planted, the ground should be 
kept well cultivated around them, and if necessary, a top dressing of rotten manure should be! 
spaded in by the extremities of the roots occasionally. Such attention as this, will bring trees) 
quickly into productiveness, while on the other hand, if they are neglected after planting, and the: 
grass and weeds permitted to grow up around them and exhaust the soil of its nourishing proper-| 
ties ; the trees become stunted, mossy, and most likely, diseased, and if they are not cut downyl 
they remain but to cumber the ‘ground. 


10th. Pruninc.—Trees in open orchard culture, require but little pruning. It is necessary tof 
apply the knife, however, less or more, every season ; suckers orshoots from the lower part of the, 
tree, must be kept down ; side branches springing from the body of the tree, must be removed ;} 
the head must be kept shapely and open, for the admission of light and air ; and such limbs ag 
cross each other, or rub against each other, must be removed. This may be done at a leisure seay! 
son of the year, before the opening of the ground. ‘The stone fruits, cherry, &c., should neveg} 
be cut or wounded at the season of the year, in the spring, when the sap is flowing rapidly, vy 
then they are liable to ‘‘ bleed,” or ‘* gum,” which frequently proves fatal to them. sks mie 
be pruned safely at other times——mid- -summer is a good time. 


not fail to take timely measures for the destruction of these filthy, voracious insects. Many seg 
tions of the country, for a year or two past, have been literally besieged by them. We hay 
seen orchards, and even trees in door-yards, as destitute of leaves in the months of May and Jung)}. 
as they were in January, and frightfully loaded with these insects. ‘The nests may be easily 
picked off with the hand, in March or April, before hatching, and burned. When allowed to] 
hatch, they may be destroyed i in their nests, early in the morning, by saturating them with Spi 
its of turpentine or ammonia, applied with a piece of cloth or sponge, tied on the end ofa stick} 
that will reach into the tree. Guard also against other insects. : | 


12th. Micr,—Thousands of young trees are destroyed every winter, by being girdled by the} 
field-mouse. It generally commits its depredations when the ground is coverea with snow. Toj, 
prevent them, as much as possible, from harboring around orchards and fruit gardens, no log 
grass or weeds, or heaps of brush, should be permitted around the fences. Some people practice/f 
a method of preventing their operations, which is effectual, uenee rather troublesome—that \s, ff 
treading down the snow firmly around the trees, as soon as It falls he most effectual preventive} 
known, is coal tar from the gas works, applied with a brush, about the commencement of winter. } 
to the trunk of the tree, as far as it is probable the mice would reach.

thawing of the ground till the opening of the buds—periods that vary according to the weath 
For all hardy deciduous trees, we would recommend early fall planting, as soon as trees catr b 
removed with safety ; the earth becomes firmly settled around them before winter sets in, an} 
they are ready to start with the first movement of vegetation in the spring. Roads, ioo, are gen 
erally good early in the fall, and it is much easier for Farmers who go after trees, to get ther] 
then, than in spring. Spring planting is preferable for all tender trees and shrubs, but it shoul 
be done as early as possible, so that the roots may get established in their new position before th) . 
arrival of hot or dry weather.

Tur YELLows, supposed by some to be a contagious disease, and which is so fatal to thé 
Peach, in most of the old Eastern and Southern Peach districts, is unknown here, except In rarq! 
cases, ‘where it has been introduced with Eastern- -grown trees. It is every man’sduty to guard} 
with the utmost care, against this malady. Trees should be procured only from such sources as 
are known to be healthy, and entirely free from the yellows. Where a tree shows symptoms of 
this disease, it should be immediately destroyed. The symptoms are—premature ripening of thé 
fruit, and the changing of the color of the leaves, to a pale, sickly yellow. 


The Peach borer, or Peach worm, we have to a very limited extent; a little care now, on they 
part of Peach growers, will arrest its progress, and soon completely extirpate it. The wor 
deposites its eggs in the bark of the tree at its base, in the month of June; and in order to pred. 
vent this, it is only necessary to apply the following Remedy which has been proved completely\) 
successful :—In the month of May, place a few quarts of ashes, or air slacked lime, around the) 
bottom of the tree, and there let it remain till fall, when it may be spread over the surface aroun 
the tree. The individual who will permit the worm to girdle and destroy a fine Peach tree, whe 
so simple a remedy is at hand, should never be permitted to taste a Peach during his mortal life |

GRAPES. 


The cultivation of the Grape is rarely even thought of throughout a large portion of this coun- 
try, though both the Foreign and Native Varieties, under judicious management, might be pre- 
duced abundantly. The Foreign Varieties can be raised under glass, in very cheaply construct- * 
ed houses, without artificial heat. We know of several such, recently erected for the culture of 
these Grapes for market. The Hardy Varieties every Farmer can raise as easily as he can To- 
matocs, and may have an abundant supply throughout the season for his table and other uses. 


Som Currurz.—Grapes require a rich, deep and dry soil, and should receive a liberal top- Vv 
dressing of well rotted manure every year. They should be in an open situation, where the sun 
and light would have free access, and kept carefully trained up to trellis work or walls. 


Pruning. —The American Grapes require comparatively little pruning. In winter, the unripe 
wood should be all cut out, together with all shoots that seem to be unnecessary, or in the way.

Strawberry plantations can be made in April or,May, in the Spring—and August and Septem- 
vf inthe Autumn. ‘The latter season is to be preferred. The situation should be open to the 
2 and air. In planting in rows, which is the best method, the rows should be two, or two and 
jialf feet apart, and the plants from eighteen inches to two feet, in the rows. The larger grow- 
ly sorts having the large spaces. The runners must be cut off three or four times a year—and

The taste for ornamental gardening, throughout our region, although advancing rapidly, has 
#)t hitherto been sufficient to create any very considerable demand for rare or expensive Plants of 
@y kind. Hence, we have had but little encouragement to warrant us in making a very large or 
Wstly collection of Roses. The evidences of improvement, however, which now begin to be 
}pnifested on all sides, induce us to anticipate an increased demand for Ornamental Plants ; and 
order to be able to meet it fully, we have made large additions to our former collection. The 
lowing list of Roses comprises many of the very finest of the several Classes of Summer, 
Prpetual, Chinese, Tea-scented, Bourbon, Noisette, &c., which will annually be enriched with 
e most admired varieties that may be introduced. The attention which is now given to the cul- 
fre of the Rose, particularly by European Horticulturists, is every year giving us something 
jpre striking and beautiful, than any we have had before. Many of those in our lists have cost 
$2 00 to $3 00 each. 

In order to facilitate to our patrons the making of selections, we have arranged the Summer 
| Perpetual Roses in separate Divisions, and these Divisions in separate Classes, so that their 
}/culiar characters and habits may be the more readily distinguished ; and with the same view, 
e have perfixed to each Class a few explanatory remarks. - 

It is needless for us to add a word of eulogy on the Rosr. It is, indeed, the Flower of Flowers, 
“jas it has been very properly termed, the ‘* Queen of Flowers.’? It is loved and admired wher- 
er Civilization exists, and is universally considered the type of whatever is delicate and beauti- 
Lin the natural world. Hence it is, that such ardent, unceasing attention has been devoted to 
43 Improvement, and the production of new varieties from seed. By this method, Horticultu- 
jsts have effected a complete revolution in the culture of the Rose. 

| We no longer have to regret that the Rose should be so short lived, that June alone should be 
|e month of Roses.?? We have now hundreds of superb perpetual, blooming varieties, affording 
, |Succession of flowers from June till November, or during the whole floral year. 

{Som anp Co.irurre.—Roses cultivated in the garden, should have a rich, deep soil, and some- 
jhat heavy. All except the class of <‘ Hybrid China,’’ should be regularly pruned in March, 
‘itting out the surplus shoots, and shortening the remaining one till within five or six eyes of the 
|ttom of the last year’s growth. In the spring, as early as possible, they should be spaded and 
lanured with well-rotted manure; at the same time, all the suckers that have grown up around 
|e roots should be removed ; then a good bloom may be expected.
